office-setkers. But we can’t understand 
what object » real organ of local public 
opinion eso have in working against the 
interests of its patrons, It is true that 
‘the paper in question has changed its tune 
respecting the possibility of amend- 
ing the Terms of Confederation ; and 
is now working, we must say, lustily in 


the wake, of the Staxpaap in favor of 


getting a better guarantee for the Grav- 
ing Dock at Esquimalt, from Canada, 
inserted in the terms. This:is a very 
proper eome-dowa for oar contemporary ; 
but to set mp the Gravfng Dock before 
the people, whilst ignoring the Ter- 
minus, is to throw the hall to the Vic 
torians, whilst the kerael is to be enjoyed 
at Bartard Inlet. The Graving Dock! we 
want.

Bat we have 
no notion whateyer of being bought by 
a Graving Dock amendment to the 
Terms of Confederation, to overlook the 
importance of the Terminus at Victoria. 
An hiudred thousand dollars or so ean 
be raised any time to construct s patent 


slip that will answer every immediate | 


purpose of disabled merchaotmen ; and 
under the Terms of Confederation, the 
Dry Dock will only cost Canada, in ten 
' years, $250,000; and if the time be ex- 
terided to twenty years, only $500,000.

There is no engineering diffeulty 
on the Bate Inlet route that is greater 
than those found in the Sierra Nevada 
and in the Wahsatch spur of the Rocky 
Moantains through which the American 
Pacific Railway passes. All the diffical- 
ties that can be conjured up about the 
Bate Inlet route are nothing to what 
were imagined twenty years ago abcut tbe 
Rocky Mountains and Sierra Nevada, 
the latter particolarly.

A Blood-Chilling Horror. 


A FRENCH STAFF OFFICER'S STORY OF A 
FRIGHTFUL SCENE BEFORE METZ. 


Loxpow, Oct. 27.—It is stated at 
Macy le Haont, on the authority of a 
staff officer of Gen Picard, of the Imper- 
ial Gaard, who claims to -have escaped 
through the Prussian lines on the day of 
the surrender of Metz, that on the day 
preceeding, Wednesday, there took placr 
the most awful ‘scene ever witnesred in 
modern warfare, At 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon a compact mass of the unarmed 
people of Metz swarmed through the 
western gates of the city into the pluin. 
They were of all ages and ranks in life, 
of both sexes, and numbered nearly 10- 
000 persons. At the head marched a 
man and woman, the latter carrying « 
white flag. In the rear were handreds 
of children, all carrying little white flags. 
Behind them moved a strong body 
of French troops, pressing them forward 
into the plain. It is stated that these 
anhappy people were expelled because 
there was not food for them, and that 
they were thus moving forth solely to 
seek the means of saving themselves from 
death within the walls. As they ap- 
proached a Prussian orderly was seen to 
ride to the front, ordering the outposts to 
fire on the mass. The people advanred 
still. When they came within range the 
Prossians fired on them. Still the peo- 
ple moved ou, the man and woman in 
the front with the white flag, moving 
more rapidly. The man suddenly fell, 
struck by a bullet. The woman waving 
her white flag, continved to advance, the 
children meanwhile screaming most pite- 
ously. The fire of the Prassiens was 
kept up deliberately and steadily, as if 
upon an armed colamna, The woman fell 
with ber flag. The mass waved for a 
moment, then turned and fled in the most 
horrible disorder, struggling, falling, and 
involved in an enextricable confusion of 
the dead and dying and the fogitive. 
Still the Prassian fire grew constantly 
hotter, The French troops advancing to 
the front closed around the helpless masa 
of the flying citizens, and a terrible fasi- 
lade began on both sides. The road was 
strewn with the bodies of women and 
children. The forts of Le Velleux and 
Les Bottes poured shell and shot among 
the Prussians till the last fugitive had 
disappeared, and the French troops 
slowly fell back, the motley crowd 
borrying in all directioos around the city 
walls and in at the different gates. 
They trooped from all sides down the 
atreets and flung themselves down,children 
carrying bundles, mothers frantic with 
the loss of their children in the Garde 
Place, where all night long they lay 
on the pavements in dumb despair to 
await their doom of famine, since everted 
by the capitulation.

Australia. 
We have Australian papers up to the end 
of September, from which we glean the 


following items : 


South Australian finances, it appears, are 
not in a very flourishing condition. The 
Treasurer, in making bis financial statement 
to the Legislative Assembly the other day, 
estimated that there would be a deficiency at 
the end of 1870 of £200,000, which he pro- 
poses to make up by the issue of long duted 
bonds. The question has not yet been dis- 
cussed by the House. 


A measure for the amendment of the con- 
stitution of South Australia bas been sub- 
mitted to the Legislature of that colony. The 
bill provides, among other things, that after 
the present Governor shall retire the salary 
shail be only £4,000, and that the salaries of 
the Ministry, iocluding the Postmaster- 
General, shall in the aggregate be £3,000. 

The Government of South Australia pro- 
pose to construct a railway 200 miles north- 
ward from Port Agusta An offer has been 
received from England to construct the line 
upon a good guarantee of interest at the rate 
of 5} per cent. for £3,600 per mile, halt of 
the earoings ofthe line over the interest to 
be paid to the Government until the guaran- 
tee is liquidated. The line is to be comple- 
ted within 30 months of the arrival in England 
of the mail after the contract is sigoed. 


The Tasmanian Government bas definitely 
concluded its railway negotiations with Cap- 
tain Audley Coote, who represents certain 
English capitalists. The proposal which has 
been accepted isto construct a main line of 
railroad, 3ft. Gin..gauge, at a cost of £650,000, 
by a company, the Government to guarantee 
5 per cent. for 38 years. The Government 
share the profits over 6 per cent. If the line 
cost over the amount stated, no additional 
guarantee is required, the Government to take 
possession at any time on giving twelve 
wore notice, and paying the value’ of the 

ne. 

The withdrawal of the military forces from 
the Astralian colonies bas occasioned an 
important change in the provisions for the 
assumption of the acting-governorsbip during 
the absence of the Governor. The practie® 
hitherto has been for the officer in command 
of the Imperial troops to hold this temporary

Dforphia and Tineture of: Iodine 
for We . 

The following method of successfully treat- 
ing that painful diseaso, neuralgia, is from 
the Dublin Medical Press :

Thus, we noticed in M. Bouchut’s 
wards, @ little girl, whe, while recovering 
from typhoid, became affected with neuralgia 
of the lorehead and temples, pure tincture of 
iodine failed in relieving the pain.
